Even among people who know and 
work with San Francisco’s homeless pop- 
ulation, death can be a surprise. 

Kelley Cutler, an organizer with the 
Coalition on Homelessness, helps put 
together a community count for the 
annual homeless death memorial and 
regularly comes across names of people 
she thought were alive or has difficulty 
remembering their passing. One of 
those is Neil Taylor, a veteran whose 
walker was trashed during the city’s 
2016 Super Bowl encampment sweeps, 
and who died in April 2017. “He was 
like my buddy,” says Cutler, who regu- 
larly checked on him during outreach. 

Taylor is one of nearly 400 people 
who died between 2016 and 2018 
while living on the street, according to 
a city report released earlier this year. 
A vigil to honor people who experi- 


enced homelessness, going 
on for more than 25 years, is planned 
for Dec. 19 starting at 6 p.m., preceded 
by a procession to City Hall at 4 p.m. 
As Cutler continues to tally up the 
count for this year, she remains on the 
lookout for people she worked with as 
kids and who are now adults. 

“Homelessness really impacts some- 
one’s lifespan,” Cutler says. “Just think 
of the impact sleep deprivation has. 
There’s so many levels of trauma and 
different health impacts that some- 
one’s experiencing.” 

That’s why Cutler makes a point 
to count people living in Single Room 
Occupancy (SRO) units and others who 
have experienced homelessness but 
may not anymore. By the community’s 
count for December 2017 to December 
2018, they counted 240 deaths while 
the city tallied 135.

with medical care through the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, does think the 
aging effects of homelessness should 
be further researched but that it may 
require efforts from others. Most of 
his time is spent taking care of the liv- 
ing and finding ways to prevent deaths 
through this count, which informs 
Cutler’s community count. 

“The Department of Public Health 
and Department of Homelessness and 
Supportive Housing are not looking at, 
in a systematic way, what happens to 
the people who were formerly home- 
less and [are] now housed — and may- 
be we should,” says Zevin, an assistant 
clinical professor of medicine at UCSF. 
“But I know that we are actually get- 
ting most [deaths] that I think was a 
person experiencing homelessness.” 

The Medical Examiner’s Office 
forwards Zevin cases throughout 
the year that involve people with no 


fixed address, are indigent, or other 
circumstances. That includes a natural 
cause of death that may be linked to 
homelessness — but not someone who 
has spent a month or more with an 
established tenancy. 

Zevin's report, which will be updat- 
ed in March, helps connect the dots for 
prevention. Accidents are attributed to 
53 percent of deaths among homeless 
individuals, including 35 percent being 
unintentional overdoses, while 30 per- 
cent of deaths are from natural causes. 
Homicides account for 11 percent of 
deaths and suicide makes up 4 percent. 

This has given the Department of 
Homelessness data it can use when 
talking to other agencies, like SFMTA’s 
Vision Zero team, about how to pre- 
vent homeless folks from being fatally 
hit by drivers. Still, Zevin doesn’t 
expect the same rigorous method for 
a community count, which primarily

serves to remember those who died. 

“The memorial that we do every 
year is an extremely meaningful 
event,’ says Zevin. “We lose people 
that we know all year. Having that 
sense that we're not doing this alone, 
we ve got a community of people who 
are sharing this sense of concern is 
truly moving to me every year. At a ba- 
sic human level, memorializing people 
who might not be memorialized any 
other way is extremely important.” 

Cutler has people who are expe- 
riencing homelessness themselves 
read off some names of the dead, as 
well as community groups who may 
have known them. Homeless Youth 
Alliance, Hamilton Families, Mission 
Neighborhood Resource Centers, The 
Gubbio Project, Episcopal Community 
Services, and St. Anthony’s are some 
of the service providers who both in- 
form the count and are part of the vigil 
reading. 

Hospitality House will be remem- 
bering Eddie Sanchez, who was part 
of their art program for 10 years, and 
died in November. He was 60 years 
old, says the program’s manager Janet 
Williams. 

“Eddie was a classic San Franciscan 
artist,’ Williams says. “From Haight 
Ashbury to SoMa, he would sell his 
political and mischievous cartoon art 
and make people smile with his per- 
sonality. Not being very shy, he would 
happily share a poem or his harmonica 
playing with a crowd. He loved his fam- 
ily, friends and San Francisco dearly. 
His colorful and kind spirit will be very 
missed.” 

For Cutler and others who provide 
services to people experiencing home- 
lessness, death looms every day but 
is oftentimes what motivates them to 
keep doing the work needed to prevent 
more people from dying. 

“What we're fighting for is to save 
people’s lives so people aren’t suffering 
and dying on our streets,” Cutler says, 
adding, “so we don't have to have a 
vigil at the end of the year like this. 
Nobody should die that way.”

WE HAVE GIFT IDEAS FOR EVERYONE ON YOUR LIST INCLUDING YOURSELF

Today’s question comes from 
Geraldine T. in Berkeley: 


. “After reading your article on 
unlawful harassment two weeks ago, 
Ihave a couple of questions. I work in 
a warehouse and I don’t want to bea 
“narc,’ but I don’t think I should have 
to put up with the offensive sexual 
type behavior going on here. One fe- 
male worker and the male warehouse 
foreman have known each other for 
years and they say all sorts of sexual 
stuff to each other and laugh, all the 
time. For example, the foreman 
might say “where do you want me to 
stack these poles,” and the female 
worker might answer, “you know 
where you can put that pole baby, 
anytime, just don’t let your girl find 
out.” I don’t need, or want, to hear 
this crap at work. I am fairly religious 
and it makes me so uncomfortable 
that some days I don’t even want to 
go to work. Whenever I say anything 
like “T don’t need to hear that kind of 
talk,” they look at me with disgust 
and tell me to mind my own busi- 
ness. With Christmas coming, I need 
this job to buy gifts for my kids and 
pay the rent. What can I do?” 


A. Geraldine, you shouldn't have to 
choose between a workplace free of 
sexual harassment and your job. This 
happens all too often. The type of un- 
lawful behavior you describe is 
known as “hostile environment” sex- 
ual harassment and can involve vari- 
ous forms of verbal and physical 
conduct of a sexual nature that have 
either the purpose or effect of creat- 
ing a hostile or offensive working en- 
vironment. The conduct need not be 
directed towards you -- your aware- 
ness and objection is enough. As 
such, the foreman would be consid- 
ered to be harassing you, but not his 
female friend because she partici- 
pates in the conduct and therefore 
does not appear to find the conduct 
“unwanted.” 


A “hostile environment” case 
requires proof of three elements: (1) 
an employee subjected to unwanted 
conduct; (2) such conduct being 
based on sex; and (3) harassment “so 
severe or pervasive’ as to “alter the 
conditions of the victim’s employ- 
ment.” In cases like yours where there 
has been no direct impact on your 
work assignments or conditions, the 
law would require a “commensurately 
higher showing that the sexually 
harassing conduct was pervasive 
and destructive of the working en- 
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vironment’; that is, it has to be so 
bad that a reasonable person in your 
position would find it intolerable and 
detrimental to their working envi- 
ronment. 

To hold an employer accountable, 
the employer must have had actual 
or constructive knowledge of the 
conduct and have failed to remedy 
it. Examples of actual knowledge 
include personal observation or an- 
other employee’s report. Constructive 
notice is found when the conduct is 
so prevalent that a reasonably aware 
employer would know about it. In 
cases like yours where a supervisor is 
involved in the conduct, the super- 
visor’s knowledge is imputed to the 
employer. 


I suggest that you look at your em- 
ployee handbook to see if they have 
a process for reporting such conduct 
and follow that process. Don’t worry 
if it requires you to bring it up with 
your direct manager; you can skip 
that. I always suggest that a person in 
your situation filea WRITTEN com- 
plaint with their manager’s manager 
and human resources or, If there is no 
human resources department, then 
with the owner. Once in receipt of 
your complaint, the company is legal- 
ly obligated to conduct a reasonable, 
good faith investigation and take 
“prompt and sufficient remedial mea- 


sures’ to put an end to the harass- 
ment. You may also file a complaint 
with the Department of Fair Employ- 
ment and Housing at their website: 
dfeh.ca.gov. 


Many people in your situation 
choose to make anonymous com- 
plaints because they are afraid of 
retaliation. However, there are good 
reasons not to complain anonymous- 
ly, though. First, the law prohibits 
retaliation, including comments, 
altered job assignments, bogus 
discipline, or termination, against 
an employee who has made a good- 
faith complaint. Second, since your 
foreman and his friend already know 
your feelings towards their conduct, 
they will probably guess who report- 
ed them and possibly take actions 
against you, which the company can 
claim not to constitute retaliation be- 
cause the complainant did not reveal 
their identity. As such, it is best to let 
them know up front. 


Finally, I suggest that you speak 
to an Employment Trial Lawyer, who 
usually works on a contingency (tak- 
ing a percentage of any recovery), for 
further advice. My firm believes in 
giving the employer an opportunity 
to “do the right thing” and avoid a 
lawsuit if possible, so our employ- 
ment law team often counsels em- 


ployees in effectively communicating 
with their employer to obtain a ha- 
rassment-free workplace. If these ef- 
forts fail, the employer’s insufficient 
response can serve to strengthen a 
later lawsuit.

A lot of people love to see San 
Francisco for its arts scene: the colorful 
murals seem to multiply spontaneously, 
the city’s theater is as historical as it is 
thriving, and the food is undeniably 
some of the best in the nation. 

But the city’s art isn’t just decora- 
tion. Frequently, it’s a statement of 
reclamation for marginalized commu- 
nities or an institutional symbol teem- 
ing with controversy. San Francisco’s 
art holds a symbiotic relationship with 
the city itself. It encapsulates how ag- 
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onizing, wonderful, and resilient San 
Francisco can be while reshaping the 
culture itself. 

After a tumultuous year, here’s the 


art that defined San Francisco in 2019. 


BiP Leaves Street Art 

In a move that stunned the San Fran- 
cisco art community, BiP, a popular 
anonymous graffiti artist, announced 
that he was shutting down BiP. “I 
stayed up all night thinking and I’ve 
decided I’m just walking away from 
BiP,” BiP posted on his Instagram. “I 
just want to be a normal guy in SF and 
work behind the scenes.” 


What prompted such a drastic 
move? A few days prior, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle published a profile of 
BiP and his latest mural, a controver- 
sial depiction of a frowning baby car- 
rying a gun, a badge, and a bright pink 
toy camera. The mural was a direct 
critique of the SFPD and of police bru- 
tality. In the article, Chronicle reporter 
Ryan Kost published the floor number 
and address of BiP’s temporary studio. 
While the floor number was taken 
down within hours of the article’s 
online publication, BiP claimed “the 
damage was done,’ implying that a 
“security incident” at his permanent

studio the following night was linked 
to the article. The debacle continued 
after that, with both the Chronicle and 
BiP taking different positions on the 
entire matter. 

While the Chronicle is a powerful 
newspaper, BiP also has a strong fol- 
lowing of his own. He’s invited other 
big names in the arts to visit his mural 
(The Last Black Man in San Francisco 
director Joe Talbot, Museum of the 
African Diaspora executive director 
Monetta White, Hamilton star Julius 
Thomas) and his murals can be found 
all over the world — France, Russia, 
Chile, Taiwan, etc... 
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Defined San Francisco in 


BiP, a major influence in San Fran- 
cisco’s street art scene, may be walking 
away from the spray paint, but he isn’t 
gone yet. A few weeks following his ini- 
tial announcement, BiP came back on- 
line once again with another surprising 
post: Pictures of a painted version of 
the Chronicle’s emailed request to edit 
his original Instagram post, and a cap- 
tion declaring BiP’s intent to return to 
the arts scene, this time as a “cultural 
tv program” producer in San Francis- 
co. It’s unclear what this entails, but 
what’s obvious is that BiP intends to 
keep contributing to the city’s conten- 
tious art scene. 


Reclaiming Space for Indigenous 
Artists 

In 2018, indigenous activists brought 
down a racist statue from 1894 cel- 
ebrating colonialism: A priest and 
vaquero standing triumphantly above 
a Native American on the ground. 

In 2019, Barbara Mumby Huerta, an 
indigenous artist and a director at the 
San Francisco Arts Commission, led 
an initiative that reclaimed space for 
the Bay Area’s indigenous community. 
“The Continuous Thread,” coinciding 
with the 50th anniversary of the Occu- 
pation of Alcatraz, consisted of an art 
exhibit, a fashion show, and more. 

For some, this is the “first time in- 
digenous people have seen themselves 
on the side of buses, in posters, ina 
gallery setting,” Mumby Huerta says. 
Portraits of indigenous leaders, artists, 
and community members were all over 
the city, courtesy of photographers 
Hulleah J. Tsinhnahjinnie, Britt Brad- 
ley, and Jean Melesaine. 

“It’s an example of how government 
can take being the perpetrator of op- 
pression, and they can acknowledge 
that and work with the community to 
address it and then shift it in a way 
that’s positive,’ Mumby Huerta says. 
“That to me is the intent. So it really is 
revolutionizing the way governments 
work with communities addressing 
systematic oppression in a creative 
way.

The Mural Controversy of George 
Washington High 
Earlier this summer, a controversy 
over a mural at George Washington 
High School came to a breaking point, 
collapsing into a citywide debate that 
grew with national attention. 

The mural, a 13-panel fresco enti- 


parking garage (which was never built). 

About four decades later, the SOMA 
Pilipinas Cultural District is poised 
to change the South of Market as we 
know it. The ongoing initiative is trying 
to continue the legacy of Filipinos in 
SoMa through cultural events, a hope- 
ful Filipino-owned business incubator, 
and aesthetic changes to the streets 
themselves. 

“Even though we've been in the 
South of Market for over a hundred 
years, there’s not a lot of visibility,” 
Raquel R. Recondiez, director of SOMA 
Pilipinas, says. In 2019, efforts to in- 
crease that visibility include a mural of 
Filipino neighborhood heroes on the 
Bayanihan Community Center’s facade. 
Heroes — from an Olympic athlete to 
various community activists — were 
painted in bright purple, red, and blue. 
SOMA Pilipinas also re-launched the 
1975 Liwanag Art Anthology, and plan 
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Street into a promising Filipino-owned 
business incubator and retail space. 

These anti-displacement efforts 
haven't gone unrecognized. SOMA Pili- 
pinas and Undiscovered SF, a nonprofit 
intending to boost economic activity 
for the cultural district through night 
markets and other ventures, recently 
won the Revitalization Award from the 
2019 American Institute of Architects 
San Francisco chapter. 

There’s a lot more in the works for 
SOMA Pilipinas, and it’s clear that 
they'll be redefining the neighborhood 
as we know it for the sake of San Fran- 
cisco itself. 

“To save the soul of the city, we 
really need to do more to protect the 
historical and thriving communities of 
the city,” Recondiez says. “We've lost 
half of our population in SoMa, but 
we're still here. And we're not going 
anywhere.” 
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tled Life of George Washington, depicts 
black slaves shucking corn and a dead 
Native American lying face down. 

Initially, the San Francisco school 
board unanimously voted to paint it 
down. While black and indigenous 
leaders celebrated the decision, a group 
of censorship activists fought to over- 
turn it, arguing that painting over the 
mural would be like “whitewashing” 
history, and that the mural was an 
educational opportunity to under- 
stand George Washington’s role as a 
slave-owner. 

But counterarguments pointed out 
that the mural was left mostly uncon- 
textualized, acting as more of a conduit 
for internalizing negative stereotypes 
about black and indigenous people 
rather than a learning opportunity. 
Students said the mural was “hurtful 
and harmful.” 

The school board undid its vote, 
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bon footprint. 

But at the very least, it seemed like 
the city government liked it. The Board 
of Supervisors issued a proclamation 
on Dec. 10, signed by Supervisor Aar- 
on Peskin, commending the mural. 

“San Francisco has long been at 
the forefront of the environmental 
movement, so we were not surprised 
when the mural of Greta was welcomed 
here,” Paul Scott, the executive direc- 
tor of One Atmosphere, wrote in an 
emailed statement. “We were struck 
and grateful, though, by the amount of 
attention the mural received in press 
across the United States and through- 
out the world.”

ment. Perez Lopez was shot six times, 
but the officers involved — Craig Tiffe 
and Eric Reboli — were not charged for 
the murder. 

The tragedy and subsequent contro- 
versy surrounding conflicting evidence 
and eyewitness reports sparked fer- 
vent protests in the Mission, both for 
Perez Lopez and against America’s long 
history of police brutality against black 
and Latinx people. 

Perez Lopez’s memory has survived 
in the form of Alto al Fuego en La 
Mison, the largest mural to be painted 
in the Latino Cultural Corridor in over 
a decade. It blooms with roses, calla 
lilies, and magnolias, and is vivid with 
purples, pinks, and blues. 

“This mural not only remembers 
the tragedy and trauma of these police 
killings, but also the hope and resil- 
ience of the community that refuses to 
forget them,” Father Richard Smith, a 
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Mission based vicar who held a vigil for 
Perez Lopez, said in a press statement. 
“It represents the ongoing struggle to 
purge SFPD of its decades-long racism, 
brutality, and corruption.” 

Alto al Fuego en La Mison is on the 
corner of 24th and Capp Streets, and 
will be staying up indefinitely. 


We Are La Cocina 
La Cocina has had a big year. 

The kitchen incubator focuses on 
food businesses run by low-income 
immigrant women of color, trying 
to promote equity in a challenging 
marketplace that doesn’t favor work- 
ing-class communities. But La Cocina 
has been changing San Francisco’s food 
scene for over a decade. 

This past year, they’ve brought 
businesses like Alicia’s Tamales to the 
new Chase Center, introduced Mama 
Lamees’ Palestenian dishes to the Em- 


eryville Public Market, and published 
their first cookbook with Chronicle 
Books. 

The cookbook, We Are La Cocina, 
is composed of over 75 recipes from 
over 40 La Cocina alumni. There are 
bold colors and photographs by Eric 
Wolfinger, along with profiles of the 
chefs featured. 

“The women who are represented 
in the book are the heart and soul and 
innovation of our region,” Caleb Zigas, 
the executive director of La Cocina, 
says. 

Prefacing every recipe is a small 
note by its chef — little anecdotes 
about the food they’re sharing, con- 
nections with their hometowns, stories 
about landscapes they miss: 


“I started cooking for my entire family 


at the age of eight. Mafé was one of my 
favorites. I loved how the vegetables came

Collectively, We Are La Cocina is a 
testament to how equity in food busi- 
nesses can transform a community. 

“The book really takes a look at the 
impact of those entrepreneurs in our 
community,” Zigas says. “You can see 
the changing space in our regions — 
the challenges they’ve had to face and 
the legacies they'll leave.”

Author Yangsze Choo Comes Out of the 
Slush Pile

Yangsze Choo spent eight years 
writing a book about an elephant detec- 
tive, a choice that (in hindsight) seems 
like a “very bad idea” to her. “I thought, 
‘There’s literally an elephant in the room! 
How is he moving around?” she says. 
But from the elephant detective came 
The Ghost Bride, a debut novel that cata- 
pulted Choo’s literary career to promi- 
nence. 

Choo’s goal wasn’t always to bea 
novelist. “I came out of the slush pile,” 
Choo says in reference to The Ghost 
Bride, which landed a publishing deal 
after Choo Googled ways to pen a que- 
ry letter and find an agent, and is on 
its way to becoming a Netflix drama. 
The Bay Area writer has grown up ev- 
erywhere — Malaysia, Germany, Japan 
— but she currently resides in the Pen- 
insula as a novelist, where she wrote 
half of her debut in the Mountain View 
Public Library. Her second novel, The 
Night Tiger, will be launching its paper-

back edition on Jan. 7, 2020. SF Weekly 
spoke with Choo about The Night Tiger, 
writing about colonial Malaya, and her 
journey from management consulting 
to writing. 


SF Weekly: You’ve worked in sev- 
eral corporate jobs before writing. 
What was it like moving from the 
corporate to the literary world? 
Yangsze Choo: It was kind of scary. I 
gave a talk to some kids some months 
ago, and a bunch of them asked, “So, 
how did you become a writer?” And I 
said, “Well, you usually need a day job.” 

Historically, going into the arts has 
always been difficult — if you want to 
become a writer, a sculptor, a musician. 
Coming from an Asian family, this is 
never considered a viable career choice. 
My parents were like, “Oh you like 
writing. That’s so nice. That’s a lovely 
hobby.” 

I worked a day job, and I thought 
of my writing as a hobby. I wrote 
little bits in between. If you like to 


write, you'll always find some space. 
Everyone likes to create something. It 
doesn’t necessarily have to be writing. 
It can be knitting, cross-stitching, 
gardening. We like to create things as 
people. 

I was actually a stay-at-home mom 
at that time. And I thought, “I need 
to do something that’s interesting.” I 
wrote half of Ghost Bride in the Moun- 
tain View library when my kids were 
babies. I sort of transitioned from a 
corporate career to be amum. But the 
writing went on all the time, always in 


the background. 


SFW: Both of your books, The Ghost 
Bride and The Night Tiger are set in 
colonial Malaya. Why the draw to 
this specific setting? 

YC: ’'m originally from Malaysia, al- 
though I spent part of my childhood 

in Germany and Japan as well. Asa 
child, my grandparents lived in a part 
of Malaysia which I write about in The 
Night Tiger. And The Ghost Bride is set

in Malacca, the city my uncle was in. In 
Malacca — the past intrudes itself into 
the present a bit. So when I started, I 
wanted to write about a place I knew 
about well. That’s important to me asa 
novelist. I couldn’t write about a town 
in Texas unless I researched it really 
well. 

So for me it’s always a house or 
building or a place that sparks my 
imagination. When I was writing Night 
Tiger, what inspired me was these 
really colonial houses that the British 
left behind. The British colonial houses 
I actually did a lot of research on the 
for the book as well. These were houses 
that were made for the tropics with 
high ceilings and no electricity, and 
they survived in Malaysia. They have 
a lot of them in Singapore as well. 
They're sort of a dream of a house, but 
they’re also in ruins. 

In those days, there were quite a lot 
of them. You could visit some of them. 
Some of them were turned into hotels 
and restaurants. Some were overrun by 


the jungle, eaten up by the greenery. 

I always wondered what the stories 
were like in those houses? They must 
have had a lot of servants them. That 
sparked my imagination. It’s a mark of 
imperialism to recreate your country 
— the stamp of your empire. 


SFW: The Night Tiger is set in the 
1930s. What do you think makes it 
relevant to us in 2020? 

YC: I did not think of that when I 

was writing the novel. I tend to write 
organically, which is by the seat of my 
pants. Only after the book is written 
is when I can say all of literature is ap- 
plicable to present in the sense that it 
talks about dualities. When I was writ- 
ing the novel I was really interested in 
writing about parallel worlds — the 
world of the foreigners, the natives, 
women, the living, the dead. Emotion- 
ally we as humans are okay — we ac- 
cept this contradictions. I think that’s 
the feeling I had running through the 
book, that you could live in two worlds 
simultaneously. The book itself can be 
read as a murder mystery or as a ghost 
read, or both. 

We live because of technology in 
many worlds simultaneously. You can 
have an online life and a “real life” life. 
But human beings have always had 
many worlds many lives in their heads, 
and the very act of reading a book is an 
act of opening a parallel world in your 


head. 


SFW: What advice would you give 
to aspiring writers? 
YC: Have a day job! You'll need health 
insurance. It’s terrible — I’ve become 
a total middle aged auntie. And by the 
way, don’t sleep with your hair wet. 
Keep writing. Write what you think 
is interesting. But don’t write for other 
people. Write what you like. What 
interests you will come through on the 


page.

A new video exhibit at the de Young puts James Cook ina more accurate context.

For more than 200 years, the 
French panoramic wallpaper called Les 
Sauvages de la Mer Pacifique — whose lit- 
eral English translation is “The Savages 
of the Sea Pacific” — has made an im- 
pression on millions of art-goers. 

San Francisco’s de Young Muse- 
um acquired a version in 1977, and 
Jean-Gabriel Charvet’s wallpaper 
found a home most recently on the 
institution’s second floor, right next 
to its extensive collection of art 
from the South Pacific island of New 
Guinea — as if Les Sauvages de la Mer 
Pacifique were a colonial-era counter- 
part to the de Young’s centuries-old 
masks, robes, and other objects from 
Oceania. But visitors who now walk 
up to that second-floor spot find a 
blank wall where Les Sauvages de la Mer 
Pacifique once reigned. 

Since August and continuing until 
Jan. 5, Charvet’s wallpaper has been 
relocated to a more appropriate de 
Young spot: in a separate, second-floor 
exhibit space devoted not to Les Sau- 
vages de la Mer Pacifique but in Pursuit 
of Venus [infected], a new scrolling 
video work that deconstructs and 
subverts Charvet’s art while borrow- 
ing from its visual aesthetics. Lisa 
Reihana’s new video — 68 feet wide 
and 10 feet tall — is a revelation in 
the way that Jordan Peele’s Get Out re- 
imagined The Stepford Wives through 
a surreal lens of race and in the way 
that Joe Cocker reimagined The 
Beatles’ With a Little Help from My 
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Friends from the edge of a wild musi- 
cal precipice. Once Cocker and Peele 
went over that edge, it was impossible 
to look at The Stepford Wives and The 
Beatles’ song in the exact same way. 
Hell, it was impossible to look at the 
wider world the same way. 

So it is with Reihana’s in Pursuit of 
Venus [infected]. Where Charvet’s Les 
Sauvages de la Mer Pacifique was born 
from a colonizing era that celebrat- 
ed Captain James Cook’s illustrated 
18th-century voyages in Oceania and 
elsewhere — and celebrated Europe’s 
new perceptions of the region’s peo- 
ples as almost simple exotics — Reiha- 
na’s in Pursuit of Venus [infected] takes 
an opposite approach: The peoples of 
Oceania have a complex culture that’s 
impressive and inspiring, and their in- 
teractions are understood not from the 
exotic European gaze but from their 
own. That’s what Reihana has done: 
taken the “savage” and the static out of 
Charvet’s work and replaced it with a 
dynamic movie-like video that’s literal- 
ly and figuratively moving. 

Reihana cast actors and actresses to 
play the roles of colonizing Europeans 
and the native people of Oceania, and 
put them in appropriate settings and 
in the appropriate clothing — unlike 
Charvet, who used drawings of Cook’s 
travels and his own imagination to 
portray a kind of Pacific Shangri-La 
that was filled most prominently with 
lighter-skinned men and women. It 
was as if Charvet repopulated the 
Pacific with French people in Roman 
robes. 

Reihana was the ideal artist to 
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offer a new vision of old-world Ocea- 
nia since she’s from New Zealand, is 
descended from the island nation’s 
Maori people but also has European 
roots (“my mother is English, Welsh, 
and Jewish, and my father is Maori 
and Irish”), and has known about Les 
Sauvages de la Mer Pacifique for many 
years. The de Young is giving Reiha- 
na’s video, which it acquired, its first 
exhibition in the continental United 
States, after in Pursuit of Venus [infect- 
ed] screened at the Honolulu Museum 
of Art, the 2017 Venice Biennale, and 
other venues. 

“T took the wallpaper and removed 
the characters, because that’s what I 
couldn’t recognize in terms of the cos- 
tuming and facial features and some 
of the gestures — and what I wanted 
to do was populate the work with the 
living, breathing faces of Pacific people, 
so we could have them speaking back 
through time,” Reihana said at a recent 
de Young press event for in Pursuit 
of Venus [infected]. “If you look at the 
original wallpaper, there really aren't 
any of the European travelers in that 
work. But in my work, the ‘infected’ 
component of the title is about compli- 
cating history and bringing them into 
that field of view, too.” 

Charvet’s original work is 20 panels 
long. Seen in the de Young’s special 
second-floor exhibit space, in a room 
that’s next to the screening space for in 
Pursuit of Venus [infected], Les Sauvages 
de la Mer Pacifique is now much smaller 
in scope and much smaller in stature. 
It had its own wall before, but now it’s 
dwarfed by Reihana’s nearby video.

And now it’s almost an afterthought 
— eclipsed two centuries later by a 
work that took four years to record 
and included musician and producer 
James Pinker (Reihana’s partner and 
collaborator), whose sound work for in 
Pursuit of Venus [infected] accentuates 
singing, drumming, chanting, and oth- 
er artistic pursuits that the performers 
act out. 

Like JR’s new animated mural at 
SFMOMA, in Pursuit of Venus [infected] 
places a series of different scenes into 
a scrolling artwork that makes it seem 
the scenes are all intimately connected. 
With in Pursuit of Venus [infected], this 
happens against a backdrop of trees 
that are clearly illustrated as we see 
hula dancers swaying and — minutes 
later — colonizing British soldiers 
flogging a native man and — minutes 
later — a native man attacking and 
killing Captain Cook as the British 
explorer tried to bully other native 
people. We also see British men trad- 
ing items for sexual favors. And native 
people laughing with the colonizing 
British. And other intermingling that 
would be considered positive. So Rei- 
hana gives art-goers an in-depth look 
at the life and times of colonial-era 
interactions that happened in Tahiti, 
the Sandwich Islands (now Hawaii), 
and other Pacific Ocean places that 
many people today think of as “par- 
adise.” That’s what Charvet’s original 
artwork tried to do: Project a kind of 
romanticized vision onto the people of 
the Pacific. The truth was much more 
complicated. The making of Reihana’s 
video was also complicated. 

“For the actor that I really wanted 
to work with, colonialism was a really 
big issue, and the way I enticed him to 
be part of the weekend shoot we were 
doing instead of going to his friend’s 
wedding was giving him the part to 
kill Captain Cook — because he really 
wanted to kill Captain Cook,” Reihana 
said when SF Weekly asked how dif- 
ficult it was to make the video. “But 
I don’t want to be didactic — I think 
that puts people off — and this work 
invites many, many people in.... The 
faces of the people, and hearing people 
speaking — that makes you feel much 
more empathy, and perhaps that’s a 
more empathetic way of looking at 
history.” 





Brothel Video 

Another innovative video project has 
made its way to San Francisco — this 
one to Catharine Clark Gallery, where 
“How to Fall in Love in a Brothel” 
invites art-goers to be active voyeurs 
outside a faux, 1950s-era Korean 
shoji-room, and also invites them to 
watch a video that recreates a courting 
between a young Korean man and his 
object of affection. Conceived and cre- 
ated by the artists Sunhui Chang, Ellen 
Sebastian Chang, and Maya Gurantz, 
“How to Fall in Love in a Brothel” lets 
visitors poke fingers in the shoji screen 
to see what’s inside. The hands-on 
interaction reveals layers of family 
history that crisscross the globe — and 
raises questions about the importance 
of identity, social pressures, and trans- 
actional intimacy. 

“The brothel is a metaphor,” Ellen 
Sebastian Chang told SF Weekly on the 
day we visited. “The more we commod- 
ify every aspect of our life — things 
like Instagram and influencers — how 
do you even meet anybody now? 
You're a creep if you look organically at 
someone in public. Everything is trans- 
actional — because for you to even de- 
velop a relationship now, you have to 
have a phone. Phones cost money... It’s 
more and more monetarily based. And 
the more we take mystery out of how 
we connect, the more that becomes 
commodified. “Who are you — and 
what do you do?’ It’s not, “What kind 
of person are you?” 

“How to Fall in Love in a Brothel” 
uses curtained, election-style spaces to 
give peephole instructions to visitors. 
That way, art-goers experience what 
it’s like to be cloaked in a public space 
that’s still private — and also expe- 
rience, through the peep-holed shoji 
walls, what it’s like to expose another 
person's intimate setting.

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Teen climate activist Greta 
Thunberg ts getting a Hulu 
documentary 


on

If President Trump is upset that Greta 
Thunberg was named Time’s person of the 
year, just wait until he hears about this. 

The Swedish teen activist, who ascended 
to fame challenging world officials on cli- 
mate change policy (or lack thereof), will be 
the subject of a documentary at Hulu, Dead- 
line reported Monday. The project, which 
has been in the works since Thunberg's 
star-making 2018 school strikes in Stock- 
holm, will chronicle the young environmen- 
talist’s rise to global prominence. It’s set to 
hit the streaming service next year. 

Directed by Swedish filmmaker Nathan 
Grossman, Greta — the film’s working title 
— will follow Thunberg’s fight for a more 
sustainable Earth. Since her school-skip- 
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ping demonstrations in August 2018, the 
16-year-old has become a poster child for 
environmentalism, joining international 
protests and delivering passionate speeches 
at the United Nations Climate Action Sum- 
mit in New York City and, more recently, 
the COP25 Climate Change conference in 
Madrid.Filming for the documentary began 
in late May. 

In addition to being crowned Time’s 
person of the year, Thunberg has collected 
several other accolades, including a fellow- 
ship of the Royal Scottish Geographical 
Society and a nomination for the 2019 Nobel 
Peace Prize. Her work has attracted support 
from the likes of Michelle Obama, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, Woody Harrelson and 
Leonardo DiCaprio. 

Thunberg has also gained some extra 
notoriety courtesy of her most high-profile 
hater, the president of the United States. As 
her star grows brighter, Trump has repeated- 
ly targeted Thunberg with personal attacks,

including his viral tweet following her POTY 
announcement in which he controversially 
urged the teen — who is on the autism spec- 
trum — to “work on her Anger Management 
problem” and “chill.” 

Thunberg responded by changing her 
Twitter bio to read: “A teenager working on 
her anger management problem. Currently 
chilling and watching a good old fashioned 
movie with a friend.” She has also received 
criticism from Brazilian President Jair 
Bolsonaro, who called her a “brat” after she 
expressed concern over the slayings of indig- 
enous Brazilians in the Amazon. 

Her public Twitter spat with Trump even 
made it into this past weekend’s “Saturday 
Night Live” cold open. Fan favorite Kate 
McKinnon portrayed Thunberg and respond- 
ed to the president’s comments by saying, “I 
can't believe I’m saying this to a 70-year-old 
man, but grow up.”

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Star Wars: The Rise 
of Skywalker First 
Reactions Are Split

It seemed like an entire galaxy attended the world 
premiere of Star Wars: The Rise of Skywalker on Monday 
night in Los Angeles, and the lucky first wave of viewers 
had several thoughts. 

Initial reactions were, unsurprisingly, mixed, as is 
standard for just about any installment in a franchise 
so beloved. But some are so diametrically opposed, it’s 
almost hard to believe everyone saw the same film. 
Most, however, were able to agree on one thing about 
the highly anticipated finale to the Skywalker saga: It’s a 
lot to take in. 

Directed by J.J. Abrams, Star Wars: The Rise of Sky- 
walker is the third film in the trilogy starring Daisy Rid- 
ley, John Boyega and Oscar Isaac, who play a fresh class 
of resistance fighters in the ongoing struggle to defeat 
the corrupt First Order (led by Adam Driver’s Kylo Ren) 
and bring peace to the galaxy. 

Among the sequel’s champions were “When They See 
Us” mastermind Ava DuVernay, who called it “truly emo- 
tional,” “jawdropping” and “the perfect end to an epic 
saga, with special kudos to lead actress Ridley. 

“To balance scope and scale with so much heart like 
that is a feat,” the producer wrote. “The performances 
are so damn good. Especially, Daisy. A fantastic ride.” 

Charlie's Angels director Elizabeth Banks also ap- 
peared impressed, praising and teasing one undisclosed 
moment in particular. 

“T cried,” she tweeted. “And The Rise of Skywalker has 
the best no-sex love scene I’ve seen in a long while.” 

Others were less satisfied, with many lamenting 
how the narrative distances itself from its predecessor, 
The Last Jedi. The 2017 Rian Johnson film is one of the 
most polarizing entries in the Star Wars universe, with 
supporters — including The Times’ critic Justin Chang 
— lauding Johnson’s decision to veer from the tried- 
and-true, good-versus-evil formula as refreshing, while 
purists found his embellishments insulting. 

The lead-up to Rise of Skywalker had many wondering 
whether Abrams would run with the unconventional and 
controversial themes Johnson introduced. Apparently 
not. 

“Rise of Skywalker could only have been ruder to Rian 
Johnson if they had motion-smoothed it,” wrote the 
New York Times’ Kyle Buchanan. 

“The emotional highs are spectacular, and there are a 
lot of payoffs (some earned, some not),” tweeted IGN’s 
Laura Prudom, before adding, “But some choices feel like 
an unnecessary course-correct from The Last Jedi and 
some just plain don’t make sense.” 

The common thread among early Rise of Skywalker 
viewers? Overstimulation. For better or worse, the 
movie promises plenty of action and adventure, with 
journalists on Twitter calling it “9 movies of plot in one,” 
“stuffed with so much everything” and “a lot.”

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PABU Rolls out New Cocktail Menu

Raymundo “Mundo” Delgado has 


never been to Japan, but it’s on his 


to-do list. His new 11-cocktail menu at 
PABU, an izakaya and sushi bar created 


by chefs Ken Tominaga and Michael 


Mina, is all about the Japan Rail Pass, 


a rail pass for foreigners wanting to 


explore the country. The menu mimics 
the rail pass itself, borrowing its iconic 


image of cherry blossoms set against 
Mt. Fuji and a blue sky. Each drink 
is named after a different route, and 
costs $15 (with the exception of the 
Joban Line, which costs $17). 

The PABU Rail Pass is taking over 


where PABU’s previous Street Fighter 


menu used to be. For this iteration, 
Delgado wanted to create something 
that was more of a crowd pleaser.

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Shareable is definitely one way to 
describe the cocktails. If you take a brief look 
at Delgado’s Instagram, you'll see why the 
drinks are so social media friendly: His past 
creations have included gold leaf, sculpted 
colored ice, flowers clipped onto the side of a 
glass with a miniature clothespin. 

The PABU Rail Pass is no different. The 
Keihin-Tohoku Line is an electric Gatorade 
blue. Under PABU’s ambient lighting, it 
looks like if you liquified Rocking Blue 
Raspberry gushers and made them glow. 
This drink is topped with baby’s breath for 
a really mystical look. The cocktail itself is 
slightly tart and floral, composed of Zephyr 
gin, lime, spirulina, and dolin blanc. 

Other drinks are equally colorful, which was 
Delgado’s intent. 

Take the Sanyo Line, for example, which 
has shochu, sake, Calpico, and strawberry 
syrup. When served individually, the Sanyo 
Line is topped with a frozen, heart-shaped 
fruit cup and pink and purple globes of ice. 
The drink itself tastes like a fragrant punch, 
or a melted popsicle. “I wanted this cocktail

to taste like Hello Kitty,” Delgado says. 

It’s questionable whether or not Hello 
Kitty as a cocktail is actually a pleasant 
concept. But it’s clear that there’s a very 
definite theme when it comes to flavor of 
these drinks: Most of them are really sweet. 
They're the kind of cocktails that are super 
easy to down without a second thought, 
pausing only to snap a quick photo. 

One cocktail that diverges from 
the candy-sweet profile is the Joban 
Line, which is like Delgado’s spin on 
a Manhattan. With Hibiki Harmony 
whiskey, cynar, and dry vermouth, you 
don’t have to search for the liquor in this 
cocktail, though it’s still lightly sweetened 
with amaretto. This cocktail is also 
flavored with smoke from the Mizunara 
Oak, which is used to build barrels 
for whiskey aging. The Mizunara Oak 
can be finicky to work with — its high 
moisture content and porous nature, 
among other factors, make it difficult to 
fashion into barrels. “The trees have to be 
over 200 years old before you can even 
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touch them,” Delgado says. But whiskey 
producers eventually came around to it 
for the same reason why Delgado uses 
it in the Joban Line: The oak’s aroma is 
floral and fruity. 

Delgado got the idea to use the 
Mizunara one day simply by looking 
in his kitchen. He saw that the box his 
Yamazaki whiskey was packaged in was 
actually made of Mizunara wood, and 
thought, why not? Into the drink it went.

Zam Zam’s 

Originally opened in 1941, Persian Aub 
Zam Zam has to be one of my favorite 
places on the planet to drink a martini. 


The upper Haight bar is an unreason- 
ably dark cavern, the kind of place 
that looks the same in the morning 
as it does in the middle of the night. 
The deco-Middle Eastern decor looks 
like something from an old movie set. 
The space’s focal point is the semi-cir- 
cular bar with an oil painting of the 
love story of Princess Shirin and King 
Khosrow. Everything about this place 
oozes San Francisco; it’s weird and 
kind of sad, while clinging to the past 
with a passion. Zam Zam’s is the per- 
fect haunt to stumble into with a date 
before a fancy Christmas dinner, and 
their martinis are classic, clean, and 
come in tiny cocktail glasses like they 
did in the old days.

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The Joy Formidable (Finally) Sees 


The Lig

The Joy Formidable frontwoman 
Ritzy Bryan is writing a novel. Her first 
novel, in fact. In her free time she scur- 
ries off to hack away at a chapter or two. 
Up until this point she’s mostly stuck to 
poetry. Oh, and the whole songwriting 
thing. That too. 

A lot of songwriting, come to think 
of it. Nearly 13 years worth, a steady 
stream since she and bassist Rhydian 
Dafydd started the band in 2007 in 
their small Welsh hometown of Mold. 

The songs were good, too. Lots 
of them were great. From the begin- 
ning The Joy Formidable possessed a 
certain fluidity and dynamism, chan- 
neling pure Britpop bombast while 
writing furious guitar lines that often 
imploded with enough of a post-grun- 
ge thud as to foray into heavy metal. 
(Case in point: Bryan’s guitar solo on 
“Maw Maw Song” from 2013’s Wolf’s 
Law establishes her as a dedicated 
student of the James Hetfield school 
of subtlety.) 

But the band’s biggest hit, 2009's 
“Whirring” off debut EP A Balloon 
Called Moaning (and later re-released 
on 2011's The Big Roar) imbues the 
band’s trademark alt-rock sound with 
full-throttle power-pop energy — it’s 
the kind of song designed with fes- 


tival main stages in mind. It’s seven

minutes long, not without its grit but 
far shinier than, say, The Strokes, and 
unashamed to use a good chunk of its 
run time on a throttling jammed-out 
coda with an irresistible climax. (In 

a bizarre turn of events, The Lonely 
Island sampled the song’s opening riff 
on “YOLO” in 2013, meaning the band 
is technically one unintentional degree 
of separation away from a Kendrick 
Lamar feature.) 

Depending on who you ask or the 
point at which you believe an EP be- 
comes an LP, A Balloon Called Moaning 
is either a mini-LP or an EP. Regard- 
less, its eight tracks (and “Whirring” in 
particular) effectively catapulted The 
Joy Formidable on the map. So when 
the time (a.k.a. the year 2019) came 
to start discussing a possible 10th 
anniversary celebration, Bryan was 
adamant on avoiding a nostalgic, rest- 
ing-upon-laurels reissue. 

By this time the band were already 
toying with the idea of making a longer 
body of work in their native Welsh. The 
decision to re-record the EP in Welsh 
and acoustically was a natural progres- 
sion. The process itself? Not quite what 
the nostalgia-averse Bryan expected. 

“I definitely found it a lot more 
sentimental than I thought I would. 

It brought up a lot more memories 
because I had to dig a little bit deeper,” 
says Bryan. “There’s something about 
the translation process and the nature 


of A Balloon Called Moaning lyrically. 
I really had to remember what it was 
that I was feeling and thinking 10 
years ago when the band was just 
forming in North Wales. It was a lot 
more evocative than I imagined it to 
be.” 

But in retrospect, Bryan says parts 
of her early-years mindset weren't 
without their flaws. The Joy Formi- 
dable’s rawness, the tear-it-all-down 
quality that undercuts even its sweet- 
est riffs, often came from Bryan feeling 
it all deeply first, to the point where 
anger itself became a driving creative 
force. 

“In the early years, creativity, for 
me, very much entwined with this 
state of anger and melancholy,” she 
says. And that’s hard to maintain 
without damaging yourself, damaging 
your relationships. I’m glad that I’ve 
got the awareness of that moving for- 
ward, not being a slave to melancholy 
having to drive the creative process.” 

There’s more retrospect where that 
came from: the original incarnation of 
A Balloon Called Moaning arrived prior 
to the woes that have plagued The Joy 
Formidable’s career over the course 
of this decade, namely the unceremo- 
nious split from Atlantic subsidiary 
Canvasback Records after 2013’s Wolf 
Law, attendant legal troubles, and 
major distribution hang-ups with inde- 
pendently released third album Hitch 
in 2016. 

“T don’t think that can ever really be 
completely explained, how difficult it is 
sometimes to recollect all your self-suf- 
ficiency after being quite entwined ina 
major label deal,” says Bryan. “We lost 
a lot of management. A lot of people 
fled to the hills. It’s all been good be- 
cause it’s made us learn a lot. I can say 
in this chapter we’ve been very, very 
self-contained and we continue to ac- 
tually be passionate about the band.” 

But because sometimes everything 
bad decides to happen at the same 
time just to spite us, Bryan and Dafydd 
ended their relationship amidst the 
legal trouble and just prior to Hitch. 
Though the end of the relationship is 
alluded to at points in the album, the 
pair made a point of not writing Hitch 
into a standard-issue, full-scale break- 


up record. 

“Ultimately we were friends first, 
and then we were bandmates, and 
something romantic came later. It was 
very clear that we needed to just go 
back to that before things became too 
entwined, too complicated,” she says. 
I’m glad that we managed to salvage 
what we had and we didn’t end up 
writing some shitty break-up songs 
about each other.” 

And in a truly uncharacteristic 
move for a pair of exes, it’s remark- 
ably normal now. They’ve managed 
to maintain a friendship and writing 
partnership without going full Fleet- 
wood Mac circa Rumours. Bryan laughs 
describing how they’ve since support- 
ed one another through subsequent 
break-ups with other people. 

And 2018's Aaarth — that’s Welsh 
for ‘bear’ with an extra pair of a’s to 
make it more guttural in the delivery 
— was the light at the end of the pro- 
verbial tunnel. The trio retreated to ru- 
ral Utah to record it, and while there’s 
always been a sense of vastness to the 
group's music, it’s undeniable here 
(with the added caveat that “What For” 
has a distinct cramped punk club en- 
ergy to it). The landscape itself left an 
impression on Bryan, who remembers 
it as “very reflective, very beautiful, 
very wild,” and spent time taking long 
walks in the surrounding desert. 

But for all the insight (and, hell, will 
to carry on) the band found in self-im- 
posed isolation, Bryan still insists that 
the band is in its finest and purest 
form in front of an audience. 

“T don’t want to sound extremely 
cheesy,’ Bryan says with a laugh. “But 
the truth has always been in the tour.” 

And hey, maybe on long rides be- 
tween cities, she'll get a chance to work 
on that novel.

Culminating his breakout 2019 with a hypnotic SNL 
performance, DaBaby’s ascent from a hip-hop outsider to 

one of the genre’s brightest stars seems surprising on the 
surface, but the artist’s charismatic presence and razor-sharp 
delivery makes it easy to hear why the rapper dominates 
every track he performs on. Born Jonathan Lyndale Kirk, the 
Charlotte-raised MC first started rapping at 22 years old and 
quickly drew attention from the internet due to his intense 
and surreal live shows, including a notorious appearance at 
South by Southwest where he showed up wearing nothing 

but a diaper and a pair of Jordans. Despite his sometimes 
goofy and meme-worthy public persona, DaBaby has always 
maintained a keen sense of self-awareness that allowed him to 
evolve his artistry.

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What To Do If There's 
Blood In Your Spunk. 


A lot depends on how big your prostate 
iS.

Iam a 60-year-old heterosexual man, and I am 
being told that I'm normal. I have been to several 
urologists, and they say I have no medical issues. 

But I'm having a hard time buying it, because for 

the last six months, my ejaculate has been extremely 
bloody. This is embarrassing, especially since oral 
sex—giving and receiving—has always been my 
favorite. The urologists’ explanation is that as you get 
older, there are blood vessels within the penis that 
can break during an erection. They gave me some pills 
to ensure there was no infection, but then they told 
me that I'll probably have to use condoms for the rest 
of my life. My partner doesn’t need contraceptives, 

so we haven't used condoms for decades. If I were 
bleeding out of any other orifice, there would be a 
team of doctors helping me. Is there really no hope? 

Tell Me It Ain't So 


“Hematospermia—blood in the ejaculate—is 
usually not considered a big deal, in the sense 
that the vast majority of the time it’s not a sign of 
cancer, said Dr. Ashley Winter, a board-certified 
urologist, the cohost of The Full Release podcast, 
and my go-to expert on all blood-in-spunk- 
related matters. “I'd want to know how much he’s 
actually bleeding and what they’ve done to check 
him out. But that said, sometimes a guy witha 
large prostate will bleed with orgasm.” 

For everyone out there panicking because 
they saw blood in their semen one time a decade 
ago, Dr. Winter says a one-off bloody load isn’t 
something to worry about. But if you saw blood 
in your semen that one time and you have health 
insurance and you're a hypochondriac like me, Dr. 
Winter recommends a visit to a doc for a short 
consultation and a quick physical exam. 

“But in a case like TMIAS’s, where the issue 
is ongoing and the subject is over 55,” said Dr. 
Winter, “a typical evaluation would include a 
PSA blood test (a prostate cancer screening test), 
as well as testing for STIs (such as gonorrhea, 
chlamydia, and herpes), along with a urinalysis 
to check for blood in the urine and urinary 
infections. If those tests were not revealing, 

I would consider doing an ultrasound or MRI 
of the prostate and surrounding organs, as 
well as putting a camera up the urethra (called 
cystoscopy) to check out the plumbing.” 

Assuming you've had all those tests, and 
your prostate was present on photo day, and the 
doctors found no sign of cancer or infection, 
TMIAS, then what the hell is going on? 

“Typically, the cause would be something 
such as dilated blood vessels along the ejaculate 
exit route,” aka the urethra. Quickly: The urethra 
is a tube that connects the outside world (and 
all those piss bottoms) to your bladder; it’s the 
tube we all piss through. In males, the urethra 
pulls double duty, men also ejaculate through 


it (and some women do, too!)—it runs through 
the prostate gland, a gland that produces about 
a third of the seminal fluid. An enlarged prostate 
squeezes the urethra, which can make urination 
difficult and uncomfortable, and can also result 
in—you guessed it—blood in the semen. 

One possible “fix” for an enlarged prostate is 
a transurethral resection of the prostate (TURP), 
which basically amounts to “a ‘roto-rootering’ of 
the prostate,” as Dr. Winter so vividly put it. A 
doctor shoves something called a resectoscope up 
your urethra and slices away chunks of prostate 
tissue. 

“The problem with these procedures is that 
they can cause a person to stop ejaculating at 
all,” said Dr. Winter. “So if TMIAS has already 
had a fairly robust evaluation, then either using 
condoms or just having his sex partner adapt to 
the presence of blood may be the best solution. 
And in the absence of an infection, shooting a 
bloody load into your partner is not dangerous. 
Couples have intercourse during menstruation 
without harm, and plenty of F-F couples have sex 
during menstruation as well.” 

But hold on and back up and wait just a 
goddamned minute: Didn’t your doctors say 
everything looked normal? Doesn’t that mean 
your prostate isn’t enlarged? 

“A ‘normal’ prostate generally means that it 
is not cancerous and normal in size for your age,” 
said Dr. Winter. “As you get older, your prostate 
gets bigger. So it’s highly probable that what 
TMIAS has is a big-ass-but-normal-for-his-age 
prostate. And bigger prostates tend to have larger 
blood vessels lining the urethra and are therefore 
more likely to bleed when he experiences those 
lovely contractions associated with orgasm. When 
TMIAS was told that ‘there are blood vessels 
within the penis that can break, I suspect his doc 
was referring to this and was trying to simplify 
the explanation.” 

And while the presence of blood in your 
ejaculate may not be normal or ideal, TMIAS, 
it’s likely your normal, and there’s nothing your 
doctor—or a team of them—can do about it. 

“Sometimes a lack of a ‘fix’ is not 
dismissiveness, it’s just an admittance that a lot 
of things medical folks do/offer aren't perfect,” 
said Dr. Winter.
